The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 teaches the method for making a roll cleaning brush wherein the brush covering 
is made of wires and has a contour based on the mathematical function of a polynomial, an 
exponential function or a trigonometric function. The shape of the brush covering is formed to 
the shape of the work roll. The closest prior art of Feldmann ('233) teaches a brush roll that has 
a contour similar to that of the brush roll, however the brush roll is not made of wires. Further, 
the brush roll is not a roll that is intended to clean the work roll and therefore it would not have 
been obvious to modify the material used on the brush roll to wire. 

The prior art of does not teach all the claimed limitations, nor would it have been obvious 
to modify the prior art to achieve the claimed invention since there is no teaching or motivation 
to do so. Therefore, the application is free from the prior art.
